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USP 5,111,299 to Aoki et al. discloses a still video camera in 
which connection to an external monitor is detected by a 
connection detector mating switch, with detection of the closing 
of the switch causing the camera to be switched from a record or 
erase mode of operation to a playback mode of operation. There 
is no disclosure of any connection of the camera to a computer, 
a communication mode of operation for communication with a 
computer, detection of any signal from a computer or switching 
the mode of operation in response to detection of a signal from 
a con^uter. 

USP 5,231,501 to Sakai discloses a still video camera provided 
With an adapter for converting image data to a standard format 
for transmission to a computer. 

USP 5,473,370 to Moronoga et al. discloses an electronic still 
Video camera having internal and external memory and connectors 
for an external playback apparatus or external display. 

USP 5,479,206 to Ueno et al. discloses an electronic camera which 
is connected to a computer. No record or playback mode selection 
switches are shown on the camera. 

USP 5,534,921 to Sawanobori discloses an electronic camera which 
detects connection to a display device and in response employs 
the image memory of the display device to store image data that 
Will be processed for storage on a recording medium. 

USP 5,539,535 to Aizawa et al. discloses an electronic still 
camera having a connector for connection to a personal computer 
The camera has an interlock function which prevents access to the 
camera memory by the computer during either recording to or 
reproduction from the camera memory. Otherwise, the camera is 
temporarily switched to transfer data to or from the computer and 
then automatically switched back to the selected camera operating 
mode to resume normal recording or reproduction operation of the 
camera . 

USP 5,648,816 to Wakui discloses an electronic still camera having 
an internal memory and an external memory which perferentially 
records image data in the external memory in response to detection 
of connection of the external memory. 

USP 5,717,496 to Satoh et al. discloses an electronic still camera 
With a connector for connection to either a personal computer or 
modem. 
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USP 5,903,700 -bo Fukushima discloses a camera connected to a 
recording/reproducing appeiratus in which information relating to 
the operation of the camera is automatically set in the 
recording/reproducing apparatus upon connection of the camera. 

USP 6,151,067 to Suemoto et al. discloses a video camera whose 
functions are controlled based upon the nature of connected 
accessories • 

JP 3213066 to Terada discloses an electronic caxhera including an 
interlock which prevents operation of an image pickup switch in 
response to detection of connection of the camera to an external 
device .. 

JP 4298171 to Hino discloses an electronic camera for use with 
an adapter in which connection of the camera to the adapter is 
detected and causes record and reproduction chemgeover switches 
to be switched to connect recording and reproduction circuits of 
the camera to adapter side recording processing and reproducing 
processing circuits respectively. 

The Apple QuickTake 100 (or 150) digital camera has a serial 
connector for connection to a computer. The connector has a 
switch. The camera is switched from a picture taking mode to a 
communication mode in response to the insertion of a connector 
cedDle, regardless of whether the caODle is connected to a computer. 
There is no playback mode for playback of pictures on a display, 
and thus no selector for selecting a playback mode of operation. 

The Kodak DCS 200 digital camera has a SCSI port for connection 
to a computer. There is no playback mode for playback of pictures 
on a display, and thus no selector for selecting a playback mode 
of operation. The camera functions independently from the 
computer, and pictures can be taken while the camera is connected 
to the computer (see, e.g., pages 4-51 and 5-38). 
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
